Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant inquired about claim interpretation, for example, "at least 
one roller disposed on the shaft," Examiner pointed to ref 7 was indicated to be the shaft, however, both the Applicant 
& Examiner agreed that ref 5 is also could interpreted as the shaft claimed. Applicant argued that the spring (ref 13 of 
the prior art) is more likely to lift and not bias the roller against the ground. Examiner's view is that the spring is biasing 
the first link (ref 9, as shown in fig 2-4), so that roller is pressed against the ground, while the other end of the spring is 
coupled to the second link; therefore, the spring is disposed between the first & second links, as well. Another aspect 
the Examiner would like to further point out, that handle 'ref 14 adjusts the spring's (ref 13) biasing force. Thus, 
depending on the adjustment of the handle/screw device, the biasing force of the roller against the ground can be 
increased or decreased. 
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
